CELEBRANT DRIVERS ADDRESS 

Students Urged to Constantly Avoid 
Waste of Talent During 
tlie Year 

The students of St. Teresa’s college 
and academy met in the school chapel 
Thursday, October 4, for the formal 
opening of the year with the Mass 
of the Holy Ghost. The Reverend 
Arthur Tighe, chaplain, read the 
Mass at eight o’clock and immedi- 
ately after Benediction of the Blessbd 
Sacrament was given. 

Father Tighe addressed the assem- 
bly, choosing as his subject the ob- 
ligations of the students to fulfill 
their school duties. “It is only fit- 
ting,” Father Tighe said, "in accord- 
ance with the character of this in- 
stitution, that we open the school 
year with the Holy Sacrifice of the 
Mass.” He told the students that 
there are four reasons for properly 
fulfilling the duties the new year 
brings, namely; to repay God for the 
talents He has given, to compensate 
the Sisters who find joy in the ac- 
complishments of St. Teresa’s stu- 
dents, to repay in some measure the 
sacrifices and gifts of parents, and 
lastly, to train themselves satisfac- 
torily in all studies so that their 
knowledge may be used in defense of 
and in the interests of the Catholic 
Church. Father Tighe strongly ad- 
vised against “a waste of talent” so 
that these aims may be accomplished. 

Approximately two hundred and 
fifty students assisted at the Mass. 
The sophomores of the college were 
garbed in black caps and gowns. Be- 
cause of their large number the 
freshmen deviated from this custom.

Any school, any organization, any community that 
is a leader has not been made so by one or two per- 
sons.

If there is any one thing in which students can show 
school spirit and co-operation, it is in elections.

Only Yesterday

Perhaps it is the title of a book 
that attracts you, perhaps it is the 
cover, or perhaps you have heard 
others mention it, but no matter for 
what reason you read “Only Y’ester- 
day,” you are bound to enjoy it. 
Although the subject matter, Post- 
War days, might seem more suitable 
for an economics student, Frederick 
Allen has so treated it here as to 
make it real and interesting to all. 
It is an attempt to tell the story ol’ 
the eleven years between the end of 
the World War, 1918, and the stock 
Market panic which culminated in 
1929. 

It is the informal story of a period 
of American life which most of us 
have lived through, a period which 
ended “only yesterday." The author 
neglects neither the play of political, 
and social nor economic forces in 
American life nor those “tremendous 
trifles which immediately concerned 
ordinary people — the significance of 
short skirts, petting parties, Eskimo 
pies, the radio and flagpole sitting.” 
He tells the story of Woodrow Wil- 
son's high hopes and tragic defeat, 
of Harding and the scandals about 
him, of the gay and wild life of the 
“younger generation,” of the first 
bathing beauty contest, of the first 
broadcasting set ever to be operated 
and of the law which forbade women 
to show their instep while in public. 
For the first time these happenings 
both wise and foolish were woven 
into the great pattern of history. 

A contemporary history is bound 
to be anything but definite, but one 
advantage the book has over many 
histories is that most of its readers 
can remember the period with which 
it deals. "Only Yesterday” traces, 
“beneath the excitement of life in the 
nineteen-twenties, to the movement 
of those major currents in national 
life and national thought which are 
the essences of true history.”
